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77  New  Apartments  to  Open  in  Late  August 


Last  week,  Capital  Foresight  unveiled  its  adaptive  reuse  project,  the  Garment  Lofts  at  217 
E.  Eighth  St.  It  is  expected  to  open  in  late  August,  adding  77  residential  units  to  the 
Fashion  District.  There  will  also  be  3,500  square  feet  of  ground-floor  retail  space.  Read 
more  about  the  project  here. 

The  Garment  Capitol  Building  is  significant  for  its  beautiful  1926  Gothic  Revival  architecture, 
including  rooftop  finials  which  the  developer  restored.  It  is  also  one  of  the  few  buildings  of 
its  time  designed  by  a woman,  1920s  architect  Florence  C.  Casler.  Casler  is  responsible  for 
six  other  buildings  in  the  Fashion  District  including  the  iconic  Bendix  Building.
